which i»j«riously aifect® bis own ' petition witbout injury to fhe 
ec-tsntry ae r€|)rifcs0tits for tlie time being. If this be eo, atid no 
intelligent mm will deny ifc, tben it is my dut^ to report to the 
Bepasimeut all the circtimstsaces connected with a ponding diJS- 
calty between tbe Britisb Minister and myself. 

England h represented at tbis Court by W. D. Christie, for- 
merly private, secretary. to ■Earl Minto, whoso daughter is Lady 
Enssel}^ wife of Earl Rnsseli, the present Minist'-er of Foreign 
AiFaire, Me was Minister to the Argentine Confederation in 
1858, whan, from bis propensity to bo in hot watci,, and his 
hatred of the United States and all its people, he wootonly 
qnatrelled with oar Consul, William HoIIey Hudson, refused to 
%ht him, and when Hudson threatened personal chastisement 
(which ho certainly should havo inflicted), Cbrififcio appealed to 
tho QoTernment for protection. The correspondence was pub- 
iished, and I forward a copy, marked No. I. . 

Mr. Christie was tmnsferrcd to this Court fm Envoy Estra- 
ordinary and Minister Plenipotentiary two yetm and a half «go ; 
and within the first twelve i^onths he bad quarrelled v/ith all hfr. 
s&sjretaries, household servants, and countrymen^ besides hia 
eolieagaes, the Pope's Internuncio, and . the Ministers of !Eussia, 
Prussia, Austria, Spain, ^elf^uni, Portugs,', and Montevideo. 
His secretaries (there v.i f itrce attached to Ms Legation), >verd 
changed, and he (Mr. ChriBlie) furlonghed and called home to 
explain. When I was in London, Chrifftio wsb in England ; and 
OR the day I spent at Pembroke Lodge with Barl and Lady 
Euesell, his lordship informed me that Christiei must return to Rio, 

I arrived here on the 4th of October, and the same steamer 
brought a letter fronx Eail EusBell to ,the English Chai*g6, to bo 
read to the Nuncio and Ministers of Russia, Prussia, Austria, and 
Spain, &c., apologizing for Mr. Christia's conduct, and nsking 
ibftm to forgive and receive him. They could not do otherwise ; 
and upon his arrival four months thereafter, they received him 
iru ; t kindly. They said to me, however, " This peace cannot last^ 
Ix- v/ill quarrer again with us, and also vrith yon, and you must 
he prepared for it." They were right. At my table, at my firet 
formal diplomatic dincey, he insulted &mt the French and then 
the Ausinan Minister, and snbseq^dently apologized for go doing. 

I have already explained to j'on in a j^rivate letter that I sjpent a 
^Tfi-skin Sir. Clmsti.e'shongoiij« ,Rio (he spends four months m the 
^iy)f and it no?/ becomes nij duty to report nnder what circum^ 
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fi^imces. At the French Mmister'ss dianer; on the birtliciaj of 
Nopokon III., Mr. Christie Eaid to mc^ "I ul Jei'staiid jou 
iaiend to bring Mrs. Webb and your nieco to the city with. you. 
ca thejmriivcrsary of tho IndcpendeucG of . Brazil, and if so I beg 
that you will come and spend a week with us" [Himself and 
daaghtcr] . I replied that I could make no engagement fof 
Mrs. Webb, but would gubmit tho proposition to her. -He is a 
very peculiar, iil-marinercd, rougli . man, and replied, " That is 
all nonsense. You do mot want to come to' roo; if you did,' yoU 
would gay go at once. What do you or I care for our wives 
objectirjg in Buch a casej intended io show the good feeling tokkh 
enm hekveen our comiiries /" • I responded, laughingly, that i 
did care a great deal for v^hat my wire said in such - a cise/ ^nd 
dmed not raalce an engagement for her. As for myself,' if I •csmo 
down r.ionc, I should certainly go directly to his'hoiise'j but as 
Mr3o 'Wo!)b intended to come, ail I could do was to sabmit tho 
j(r/itfdion to bcr. Ho then said, " Tiiere's an cad of it ; you will 
nrapel her to decline, and thus get rid dl tlio \'isit by throwing 
tiio responsibility apon her." This annoyed rne, and I remarked 
that I was not acctistdmcd to any such duplicity, that I should 
sabmit his invitation to Mrs, Webb and niy niece, and report to 
him their decision. To this ho replied-—" Pledge mo your word, 
theB^ that yoa will not try to dissuade Mrs. Webb from accepting- 
my invitiation." I gave tho promise. Wher I retuiT^ed to 
Petropolis, the Prnssian Minintcr, M. d'Eichmaj-, came wth me 
as my guest; and, on citting down, to dinner. I related to Mrs, 
Webb, in his presence, precisely what had paj ./;d between Mr.

Webb, which I accepted, giving him notice that Hn three v/eeks 
from that time we should pay him a visit for one week; aad I 
subsequently wrote to him, that in consequence of a previous 
en^gement I must dine with the Austrian Minister on the day 
after our arrival, who would doubtless expect him, and his daughter 
to do tho same.

I supposed all was right ; but after lanch, Mrs. Webb suggested 
I had batter go and see Sonnleithner, the Austrian Minister, oa 
the subject. I did go; and ho pronounced the wbolo story the 
greatest mueonc€ptio?i conceivable, or a downright fakehood. H o 
bad mt roleiised me, but had, afler his interview with Mr. 
Christie, exteaded his invitations, and announced that Mr. Christie 
and daughter, as well as mj family, were to dine with him I

I said I should dine with Mm m arranged. These notes I handed 
to Mr. Christie on my return. A scene ensued j and I informed

pitably and rudely; and were it not that I desired to avoid the 
publicity of an open quarrel, I should quit his house on the in- 
stant, Mrs. Webb was present, ard he made the most ridiculous 
appeals to mo not to ruin him here and at home, and informed 
me that Earl Eussell had urged upon him not to have any difS- 
calty with me, but to cultivate the most cordial relations, Rud my 
leaving his roof under sueh ciioumstancea would min hifv ; and 
he entreated that I would stand by him, and let him give the 
AustnEii blackguard a lessor I" X said I had nothing to do 
with his quarrels — I was the conservator of my own honour; and 
having en^ged to dine with Sonnleithnerj, I should do so, not- 
withstanding be, Mr. Christie, had invited the British Admiral 
and a large party to meet me at dinner. 

After dinner ho made another appeal, which I cut short by 
leaving the houge, and stating that if oe my return he did not 
eatisl^torily arrange the difficulty witli the Austrian Minister, 
I slionld be compelled to leave his house that evening. I drove 
to the FruGsiaa Mimstsr'e, where I knew that the Pope's Inter- 



ftuoeio and the Austmn Minister were dining, rclnicd all tuai br.'.; 
passed, and my deternii nation to quit- Sir, Cbrlstie^s hoase no- 
less be did what was right. It. was finally agreed that the Pms- 
mm and Austrian Miniflkrs sbouid return with me, and t-bat 
liir, d'Eichmann should eav- to Mr. Christiie tliafc tbe Atistrirm 
Minister would waive his right to the dinner nest day, proinded 
Mr. Christie and daughter would dino at his house with us on 
the foHo'tving Wednesday; if not, then I should at once remove 
my family to the Fru:etan Minister^?. Mr, Christie assented, 
and there was peace. But it was rather an armed armistice. 
The old feud had broken oat and raged a3 violently as ever, and 
I stood aloof. On the day my visit terminated I returned home, . 
and s more uncomfortable visit was never made. I then offered 
my house as a homo for Mr. Christie and his daughter while 
thehrs was being got ready, and it vfm accepted. But circum- 
stsnces rendered their coming to us unnecessary. On the car- 
face, things have gone smoothly for a month past ; but it was 
cTideat, from trifling and yet very annoying occurrences, that he 
was feeling very bitter to me and minei and the character of 
the disastrous news from home gave him opportunitiea of making" 
Biieering remarks which were very vexatious at the same time that 
they could not be noticed. On three different occasions he was 
al^lutely rude ; and yet I bore it all philosophically, eaiisfied that 
he would continue to- presume on my forbearance imtil prompt 
aciion- would become a duty^. Among the annoyances practised 
was an order to his two secretaries here, the chief being in Eio, 
prohibiting their attending the church service at this Legation, 
whicb I read regularly on Sundays ; hia inviting my guests to- 
dbnor without inviting us, &g. &e^ &c. 

On Thursday evening i:^t, the SOtb October, at M. de Glinka's, 
the Russian Minister's, in presence of the Russian and Praesisn 
Minicters and the Russian Secretary of Legation, his conducts 
became unbeaiable, and I ordered him " never again to indulge 
in any ©imiiar language tov/ards me; that it was impertincnco, 
and my cust&sn was to punish impertinence ; a bad custom, per- 
haps, but nevertheless a habitj and by the God that made him; 
and me, if h& ever again dared, by v/ord or look, to practise his 
impertinenoe towards me, I eiiould punish hira on the epot.'' 

There was no response, but the mosfc profound eilencse from 
all After a proper iaterval I withdrew. A consultation waa 
then held, and the Russian and Prussian Ministers came to me, 
. and said the matter was placed in their hands that an apology 
, or a meeting the next day vim inevitable, and that Mr. Christie 
Ijiad announced his determination to call me out at occb unlesa

This does not surprise those who know him best 5 and it- shauld 
not surprise your lordship when I relate a single incident, known 
to evety one of the Dij^lomatic Corps except the party most jn« 
i terested— the Austrian Jilinister, M, Sonnleithner, 

Mrs. Webb has receptions every Tuesday evauing. The coaches 
from Rio arrive at six p.m. On Tuesday evcnirig, the 28th October, 
the Prussian Minister and his wife, and Mr. Sonnleithner^ came 
up from Bio, and just before our reception hour I went to their 
hotel to bring them to my house. Not being quite ready to join 
us, I returned, and found assembled in our mlon, Mr. Christie 
and his . family, and all our guests except M, de Glinka and his 
daughter, to whom I announced the fact of the arrival of M. and 
Madame d'Eiehmannn and Mr, Sonnleithner, wlio would shortly 
jpin us.

I beg now again to tell you that in this instance you are oom» 
pletely in error } that I have not viokted an^ engagement, and 
have not traduced you. I feel shame, at findmg it necessary to 
deny such an accusation made by one who holds the position of 
Minister of the United States, and I am astonished that .you 
should have believed such a calumny, and reasserted it without
